omputer users are generally very familiar with on- 

line services. Most services have some entity devot- 
ed to BABYLON 5. America On-Line has two discussion 
folders and a separate folder for fans of Michael 
O'Hare. AOL also had a number of graphic and wav files 
on BABYLON 5 fans to download. (My favorite is 
Garibaldi saying, "Commander, | sense a 
huge pay raise coming my way." Sinclair's 
response is "Dream On." Sort of gets 
me in the right frame of mind as | start 
each working day.) 

GEnie has two very large discus- . « 
sion groups on the show, deal- 
ing with a variety of subject 
areas like recent articles on 
the show, sightings of cast 
and characters, new merchan- 
dise, the new comic book 
series, and the latest subject, 
conventions involving B5 person- 
nel. GEnie covers each episode with 
a separate discussion group. Graphic 
files are available as well. 

CompuServe and Prodigy also have discussion groups 
on BABYLON 5. Compuserve and GEnie have had J. 
Michael Straczynski as a frequent contributor; he 
recently logged onto AOL to join that group as well - 
where does he get the time! All of these services are 
open to the public and offer a variety of other services — 
in addition to electronic mail with fellow BABYLON 5 
enthusiasts. I've made some very valued friendship with 
this computer terminal and the discussion on all ser- 
vices is very interesting. Believe me, you can get 
hooked very easily. 


Internet and BABYLON 5 


What does the Internet and the Babylon 5 station 
have in common? Both are places where people can 
meet, exchange ideas and trade/exchange products. 
While Babylon 5 is 2,500,000 tons of spinning metal, 
all alone in the night, the Internet is hundreds of net- 
works strung together for the sole purpose of communi- 
cations. As the Internet has grown, the availability of 
information has grown. On the newsstands today, it's 
very hard to pick up a computer magazine without the 
word "Internet" hitting you square in the face. Internet 
was first developed by the Defense Department, but is 
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now an open system that many universities, companies, 

government agencies and individuals use on a regular 

basis. 

One of the latest and hottest features of the Internet 
is the world-wide web. Instead of presenting the user 
with pure text, web pages give you graphics and hyper- 
text. Hypertext points to other subjects in other loca- 

tions, linked by a single highlighted term. Available 
for Windows, SUN and UNIX-based sys- 
tems, web pages look very 
much like a printed page. 
You can obtain (down- 

‘ load) graphic and sound 
files shown on web 
pages by just clicking on 
the item you see. What, 

you ask, does this have 

to do with BABYLON 5? 

Well, strange you should ask. 

As I've wandered through the 
Internet, discovering pockets of infor- 
mation on international relations, educa- 
tional exchanges and public affairs programs, 
| stumbled upon really fun things too, like web pages 
on BABYLON 5. People have really put a lot of time and 
love into their web pages. They contain wonderful items 
not available anywhere else. (The best one to start with 
is http: /www.hyperion.com/lurk/lurker. html.) If you 
don't have web access on the Internet, you don't have 
to miss out on this though. There are ftp (file transfer 
protocol) sites available for regular Internet access that 
will give you most of the items above, just in a little dif- 
ferent way. The best ftp site for BABYLON 5 material is 
hyperion.com (there is a mirror site uml.edu). It is full of 
episode synopses, graphic files on all of our favorite 
characters, digital trading cards, scenes from a few 
episodes, texts pulled from conversations JMS has had 
on CompuServe and GEnie, and much more. 

The Internet also provides an outlet to talk with oth- 
ers equally as caught up in the show. The Internet has 
two separate newsgroups - rec.arts.sf.tv.babylon5 and 
alt.tv.babylon-5. The rec group is quite active with an 
average 200 messages a day. Individuals around the 
world discuss episodes, speculate on the future, site 
schedule changes for the show around the country, and 
talk about why the star field on a particular episode did 
not rotate. JMS frequents the rec group and often 
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responds directly to questions In addition, 
there are BABYLON 5 mailing lists; sort 
of a party line via electronic mail. One | 
particularly like is the babylon5-creative 
mailing list. It provides a place for individu- 
als to share story ideas and original B5 
compositions. This is not permitted on 
the newsgroup or other on-line services 
because of JMS's presence. (We wouldn't 
want anyone to sue Joe because a story 
idea wound up on the show!) 

If I've done nothing but confuse you, 
I'm sorry. I've found this a fascinating 
area for computer users that also enjoy 
BABYLON 5. However, if you would like 
a little individual help or want more infor- 
mation about web and/or ftp sites, 
drop me an e-mail note. Being an e-mail 
fanatic, | have several addresses. Pick 
one and I'll get back to you as soon as

Profile: Na‘Toth is the diplomatic aid to the Narn ambassador G'Kar. 
The short-tempered Na’Toth, who:was born to a family of Narn war- 
riors, was the replacement for G’Kar’s previous aid Ko K’ath. 


Credentials: The first season Na’Toth is played by Caitlin Brown. 
Brown left the series and was replaced during the second season by 
Mary Kay Adams. 

Ko K’ath, who left during the first season, was played by Mary 
Woronov. 
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Legacies 
he episode “Legacies” begins with a Minbari war cruiser exiting 

a jumpgate. The craft, which has its gun ports open, appears 
to be prepared for an attack. The threatening appearance of the 
ship is a symbol that the body of a great warrior leader, the Shi 
Elite, is on board. The body is being displayed to every Minbari, 
from the Euphrates sector to the Minbari home planet. 

At the same time a young girl named Alisa Beldon is caught 
stealing an item from one of the vendors in the Zocalo area. As 
she is trying to escape she clutches her head in pain - she is a 
telepath who is having a mind-burst. Alisa, whose telepathic abili- 
ties are submerging as she is entering puberty, is unaware of what 
is happening. The mind-burst was the result of her not knowing 
how to screen-out other's thoughts. 

The Minbari procession boards Babylon 5. Before the Shi Elite 
was recruited as a Star Rider warrior he was a member of the 
religious caste. Delenn disapproves of the ceremony connected 
with the warrior's death. 

It is learned that Alisa’s mother had died on Earth and her 
father had died last year on Babylon 5. Talia Winters teaches 
Alisa how to control her mind scans. Talia wants to send her to 
Earth to train with the Psi Corp. 

Jeffrey Sinclair has an argument with Elite Neroon, a Minbari 
warrior, about his involvement in battles with Earth. At the cere- 
mony the casket that is on display is opened - the Shi Elite’s body 
is missing. A threat of war is suggested by Neroon if the body is 
not recovered. 

Susan Ivanova wants to keep Alisa on Babylon 5. She tells her 
about the Psi Corp and how they treated her mother with drugs 
for ten years before she had committed suicide. 

The Pak'Ma'ra of Melat, who are carrion eaters, are under 
suspicion because a piece of the Shi Elite’s robe is found outside 
one of their rooms. They are all ordered to have their stomachs 
pumped in hope of finding evidence that they might have eaten 
him. 

Na'Toth is offering Alisa a job with the Narns since they do not 
have telepaths. They would take scheduled blood samples from 
her for tests, in hope that they can develop a telepathic Narn. 

Delenn is also interested in Alisa and offers her a job with the 
Minbari. Alisa scans Delenn and sees a white robbed Minbari 
approaching a casket. 

Naroon who is inspecting Sinclair’s quarters attacks him. He is 
suspicious that Sinclair has something to do with the disappear- 
ance of the Shi Elite. 

Alisa tells Sinclair about the scan of Delenn. Sinclair talks with 
Delenn, who tells him that religious Minbari took the body to cre- 
mate it, as the Shi Elite would have wanted. His ashes were scat- 
tered near home. Delenn tells Naroon that the Shi Elite’s mother 
was religious and his father was a warrior, and is concerned 
about the rift between the two steadily growing, 

Alisa decides to take a job with the Minbari. She tells Sinclair 
about a word that she had scanned from Delenn before she had 
closed her mind to Alisa — “chrysalis.” 

Neroon is played by John Vickery and Alisa Beldon by Grace 
Una. “Legacies” was written by D.C. Fontana.

A Voice in the Wilderness 
Part 1 


ce Voice in the Wilderness” begins with a geological survey 

team that is surveying seismic activity on the planet that 
the Babylon 5 station is orbiting above. A power surge is emitted 
from one of the fissures on Epsilon 3 and hits the ship. The craft 
looses control and signals for assistance. Two starfurys are sent 
to help. Epsilon 3 is supposed to be uninhabitable, stable, and a 
safe planet. 

Delenn has a meeting with Commander Sinclair and Londo 
regarding the use of a Centauri jumpgate for Minbari trade routes. 
Signals from the planet are being emitted at intervals. It is 
guessed that it might be a homing beacon from a previous civiliza- 

tion that had been awakened. 

Contact with Mars colony has been cut-off. Rebels in the “Free 
Mars” movement, which has been going on for a decade, are 
demanding independence from Earth. As Sinclair is watching the 
ISN news coverage a vision of an unknown being appears before 
him, begging “Help me.” 

Delenn’s old teacher, Draal, comes for a visit. Delenn and 
Draal speak about changes on Minbari, on how people are becom- 
ing self-important, and the division of the religious and warrior 
castes. Draal wants to go to the “sea” — he is tired of changes. 

The survey team is to make a low altitude scan of the planet. 
Starfurys are sent for protection. 

Michael Garibaldi’s previous security job was on Mars colony. 
He fell in love with someone and left on bad terms. He is now 
hounding Talia Winters to use Psi Corp and Intelligence channels 
to get through to see how his ex, Lise Hampton, is doing. 

The survey team enters the planet's atmosphere against warn- 
ing. Missiles are launched from the planet and the ship pulls away. 

It is guessed that the five mile deep fissure may have opened 
during a quake, and that the defense system must be protecting 
something in the fissure. Sinclair decides that he will go down to 
the planet with Susan Ivanova to investigate the planet. As missiles 
are fired at them they head for the fissure. They enter an opening 
in the fissure and set down on a landing grid. The two put on 
breathers to prepare to leave their ship. 

Londo meets up with the alien vision in the hallway who again 
asks for help. 

Winters is have trouble getting help from the Psi Corp center 
on Mars since it is supposed to be secret. They will try to find out 
if Garibaldi’s friend is on a survivors list. 

On the planet they enter tunnels that are lined with lasers. 
Sinclair and Ivanova figure that the lasers have a three second 
recharge period, just enough time to get through. They trip off the 
lasers and dash through to the other side. They encounter a mas- 
sive complex that seems to be the operations center. 

Garibaldi who fails in communicating with Mars finds out that 
his friend is not on the survivors list and is unable to get access to 
the lists of dead and wounded. 

Seismic activity that starts on the planet cuts off contact to 
the planet. Sinclair and lvanova become trapped by a cave-in. The 
alien appears to them again. They continue to a room where the 
actual alien is strapped into a machine. The being who is named 
Varn tells them, “Help me or all of your people will die.” They 
unhook him from the machine and bring him back to Babylon 5. 

A huge ship exits the jumpgate...

. . . I is the Hyperion, a Earth Alliance heavy cruiser. Since 
Epsilon 3 is in neutral territory Earth Alliance sent the cruiser to 
assure that Earth gets first dibbs on the potential military technolo- 
gy that the planet may be a source of. 

Troops are sent from Earth to Mars to control the outbreak. 
Mars citizens feel that they are not considered earthers. 

Earth Force Command wants Sinclair to surrender jurisdiction 
of Epsilon 3. Captain Ellis Pierce is sending ships down to the plan- 
et. The planet’s resistance becomes heavier. Sinclair bluffs and 
tells Pierce that they had a jamming device to get through the field, 
but it is now broken. Seismic activity, which is increasing, seems to 
be artificially stimulated from the planet's core. A chain reaction is

started on the planet, possibly set off to protect the technology 
that it is storing. Highly advanced fusion reactors that have been 
found on the planet are moving towards critical mass. There is a 
chance that if the activity increases the planet may break apart, 
taking Babylon 5 with it. Epsilon 3 is running on automatic without 
Varn in control. Babylon 5 prepares for evacuation. 

Londo approaches Ivanova, trying to get information about the 
technology on the planet. 

Draal, who is walking down the hall with Delenn, hears Varn’s 
voice calling to him for help. 

Garibaldi is getting restless because he is not able to get any 
information on his ex. Sinclair promises to get him a clear channel 
to Mars. Sinclair asks him to make sure that Ivanova gets out on 
the last ship if they evacuate the station, since it is likely that she 
would want to stay on board. 

Draal and Delenn visit Varn in the medlab. He warns them not 
to approach the planet. It will explode without “another.” 

Pierce figures out that there is no jamming device and is plan- 
ning to send an expedition team down to the planet. Sinclair warns 
him that he will launch a blockade of fighters to prevent him from 
going down. 

Four alien ships come through the jumpgate and scan Babylon 
5 and the the Hyperion, accessing their language files. The alien 


ships claim that for 500 years they have been looking for this 
planet. They are giving Babylon 5 and the Hyperion ten hours to 
turn over the planet and leave its orbit. Pierce replies, giving the 
aliens nine hours to go away. 

Varn, who helped build the planet, is tuned to it. He is its 
guardian and is dying with it. Varn warns that the aliens are exiles 
that want the technology on the planet. The planet is a legacy for 
the future and is not to be used at this time. 

Draal and Delenn discuss what Varn had meant by “another.” 
Londo walks in on their discussion and wants to know what is 
going on. 

Pierce and Sinclair agree on joining forces against the alien 
ships. 

Each of the individuals that were contacted by Varn all have 
the capacity for self-sacrifice. For an unknown reason Varn can 
not ask for an individual to replace him as the guardian of the 
machine, they must volunteer. Londo remarks “One of us will not 
return,” as he prepares to take Varn down to the planet's surface 
with Draal and Delenn. As they leave Babylon 5 an alien ship 
opens fire on them. Starfurys are launched as the defense system 
on the planet lets the transport ship through its defenses. 
Garibaldi’s ship follows them in. 

The machine that runs the planet needs a mind to control its 
working. Draal decides that he is destined to replace Varn as the 
heart of the machine, and is hooked-up to its workings. 

Draal appears to the command of the three ships and says, “It 
belongs to none of you. It belongs only to itself and the future.” 
Since the planet's technology would give any race an advantage 
the defense system becomes operational and will be used if need- 
ed. Babylon 5 is given trust of safekeeping the planet until the 
right time when it will become available. The alien ships, who dis- 
regard the warning, are destroyed as they attempt to approach 
the planet. Earth Dome gives Babylon 5 the jurisdiction of that 
sector in space. 

Garibaldi’s friend is located, she was wounded in crossfire try- 
ing to get food. He mentions to Hampton that he should have 
never left her, and that he wants to spend time with her. Hampton 
explains that she is now married and is pregnant. 

Delenn did not want Sinclair to come to the planet because he 
would have sacrificed himself as the guardian of the machine - he 
has a destiny that lies elsewhere. 

Draal was played by Louis Turenne, Varn by Curt Lowens, 
Captain Ellis Pierce by Ron Canada, Lise Hampton by Denise 
Gentile. “A Voice in the Wilderness” - Parts 1 & 2, was written by 
J. Michael Straczynski.

ee Banon Squared” begins with a starfury returning from inves- 

tigating tachyon emissions that were emitted from sector 
14. The starfury, which was set on autopilot, returns undamaged. 
The pilot is found dead, his internal organs have aged to that of a 
man three times his age. Scratched into the buckle of his safety 
harness is the message “B4.” 

Sector 14 turns out to be the area where the Babylon 4 sta- 
tion disappeared. A distress signal from a ship in that area claims 
to be the Babylon 4 station. The crew of 1300 has been caught in 
a time flux and is asking for help to be evacuated from their sta- 
tion. Jeffrey Sinclair decides to send out an escort but worries that 
the tachyon emissions may cause problems. 

Delenn is on her way through the jumpgate to meet with a 
Minbari ship. Once on the ship she enters the Grey Council

chamber. Delenn has been summoned by the other eight Grey 
Council members, they want her to be the new leader of the council. 
Delenn insists that her prophesy is to be an ambassador on the 
Babylon 5 station, she can not be a replacement for Dukat. 

The shuttles and fighter crafts reach Babylon 4. They board the 
station which appears functional but is empty. Someone fires at 
Sinclair and\Michael Garibaldi as they are searching the station, call- 
ing them “monsters.” Major Krantz of Babylon 4 arrives and sub- 
dues the man. As a flash appears each person becomes “unstuck” 
to a different point in time, for just a moment, and then returns 
back to the present. Sinclair's flash in time takes him to a future bat- 
tle. The escort returns to Babylon 5. 

24 hours after the Babylon 4 station became operational it 
started. A flash had appeared and Zathras appeared. He needs 
Babylon 4 as a base of operation to help save the galaxy. Another 
being appears, who is called “the One,” was the person who had 
tried to get the crew off of Babylon 4. Sinclair touches the suited 
being who is fading in and out. Sinclair gets a shock and the being 
disappears. Zathras tells of a great future war, and that the Babylon 
4 station will be needed as a base of operations. 

Delenn is telling the Grey Council that the war against the 
humans was stopped to study them - some of them have a destiny. 
“We have much to learn from them. They are giants who walk 
among the stars,” she comments. Delenn may become an outcaste 
if she denies the request, and another Minbari will be chosen to 
lead. Delenn is insistent on returning to study the humans. 

Zathras handed the time stabilizer to the One. Without a time 
stabilizer the being will die. The tachyon emissions sends Garibaldi to 
his past just before he started his position on Babylon 5, a time 
when he is with his ex-lover. Krantz wants Zathras to come with 
them. Zathras becomes trapped under a beam. Sinclair tries to help 
him. Zathras tells him that he must leave . . .he has a destiny. 
Zathras is left with the One. The One takes his helmet off and it is 
Sinclair with grey hair. “I tried to warn them,” he says to a woman 
who sounds like Delenn. 

Meanwhile Delenn feels that she will never again see the council 
chamber. She is given one of three triluminaries. A council member 
tells her that if her prophesy is true then she will need the trilumi- 
nary. 

The part of Zathras is played by Tom Choate, Major Krantz 
by Kent Broadhurst, Lise Hampton by Denise Gentile, and Grey 
Council #2 by Mark Hendrickson. This episode was written by J. 
Michael Straczynski.

exists. Many viewers have expe- 
rienced a time shift on their viewing schedule for the series, oth- 
ers have had the series dropped in their area. Most likely you 
arent in a Neilson household so it is important that fans of the 
BABYLON 5 express support to local stations and to Warner 
Bros Television (see address below). 

There have been rumors that BABYLON 5 will not be seeing a 
third season, but according to J. Michael Straczynski the possi- 
bility of a third season is very good. 

Another rumor which has been circulating is that Michael 
O'Hare’s character Sinclair will be returning permanently. 
Speaking of Michael O'Hare . . . did you catch him as a bookie 
named The Duke on “Cosby Mysteries”? He plays quite a differ- 
ent character. lt sounds like Bill Cosby enjoyed working with him 
so much that he might be back for another episode. 

If you are concerned if BABYLON 5 related merchandise is 
licensed or not, look for a copyright that should include Warner 
Bros or Babylonian Prod. on the item. Some bootleg/pirated
